that the Publick is deprived of theſe Advan- 
tages they might receive from thoſe who 
really make Diſcoveries, for the following

Diſcoveries, which Evil could eaſily be 
prevented, if they would give themſelves

zu. Tuxsz Bodies of Phyſicians and 


Surgeons have not a Right to oblige an 

Perſon who takes upon himſelf the Title 
of a Phyſician or Surgeon to appear before 
them, nor cannot oblige them to pay any 
pecuniary Penalty; for if they had that 
Power, I am perſuaded they would ſuppreſs 


the daily Impoſitions of thoſe Impoſtors, 


ſo deſtructive to Mankind, 
SoMs will ſay that if every one was to 


take directly the Idea I give of them we! 


call Quacks, that it would undoubtedly 
cauſe their Ruin, and that thoſe People 


having no other ſupport for the Maintai- 


nance of their Families, neceſſity obliges 
them to put in Practice that way of In- 


duſtry. There is means enough to get an 


honeſt Livelihood when People are willing 
to take Pains, tho not ſo profitabe. 
Bor Idleneſs taking Place with theſe 
ſort of People, they could not well fix 
themſelves upon any thing better, by which 
they get, with little Pains, Sums of Money 
extorted from People, which afterwards 
cauſe them to be burthenfome to Work- 
Houſes and Hoſpitals, and dreadful Objects 
about the Streets, ſo offenſive to every Bo- 
dy, and in particular to Women with Child, 
by which the Embryo is too often pre- 
a. . 


Tu vos it is, without any regard to their 
8 Con- 
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Conſciences, that thoſe Fellows prefer this 


abominable Practice to that of getting their 


Livings honeſtly ; and with a wilful blind- 


neſs they deſtroy the Health of ſome, crip- 
ple and murder others for the Lucre of Mo- 


ney, at whoſe Expence tis at is no matter, 
They know the Law has appointed no 


gg for them, they live in a free 
ation, where they are not tax'd Crimi- 


nals or Murderers; but if it was Street- 
Robbers, Houſebreakers, or Highwaymen 
they would be tranſported or hanged; but 
flaying People alive, murdering them in 
their Beds, are Things tolerated and over- 
look'd, becauſe the Grand and Myſterious 
Name they make uſe of being 'Travellers, 
by Sea and Land being Doctors of Germa=- 
ny, Switzerland and the Auti podes, puts em 


above the juſt Proſecution of the Law. 
I don't pretend; by what is here advan- 


ced, to preſcribe Rules to the Nation, I

licate Part, is divided in ſeveral Branches,

Ar rER all the aforeſaid Reaſons that
